Before 
n'oceeding far one of the party froJie 
lis feet and was sent back to the hedd- 
quarterst a few miles further on a man 
supposed to ))c the strongest in the 
party succumbed to the cold.

had been out several days when, while 
resting in thoir tents after a fatiguing 
journey of 10 hours, a terrible show 
storm swooped down uiwn them atrid 
when the doctor awoke lie found him- 
self unable to move a muscle, tiie snow 
having (Nicked so tightly around him. 
The chamber through which tho air 
was conveyed to him was fast tilling 
up with the drifting snow and he gave 
up ho|>o of ever seeing his friends 
again. 
His companion near him was 
in the same condition. They could 
hear Peary and his companions in an 
adjoining lent preparing for breakfast 
but no sound thev could make would 
reach them.

There are always many desirable offices 
which drop Into the putroiiago list uuux- 
peotedly—vacancies on tile tieuuh, etc. 
B ut most «if the spoils whicih are t« foil to 
the lot of the now president Jire his to dis­ 
tribute front the luoiusnt lie takes the oath 
of office. 


It Is well known that President McKin­ 
ley’s administration will not Itovo somuny 
offictM to distribute ii* President Cleve­ 
land’s had and still fewer than fell to the 
lot of Presiclent Hnrrlfion. 
Mr. Harrison 
put a large number of clerskhlps under the 
civil service coniioiSsion just before he 
went out of office, thus oonflriuinK ti groat 
ntnny Republicans In office. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land has been eciually partial to civil serv­ 
ice reform of late, luid gofMlness knuwit 
whot ho will do befare tho 4th of Miiruh. 
The oill(»s he and his predecessiirs have 
protected, of coursi), are the clerkships and 
messengershlpa and other minor positions 
which wero not really the president’s, but 
wore among the perqulslu%< of his cabinet 
officers.' Tho man who wunts to be m in­ 
ister to Dahomey uiulttr tlie next adminis­ 
tration will have a hard time finding a 
clerkship to fall into.
